jattitude of chronic opposition to progress. 


HIS is just a plain, unblushing, unvarnished bit of 
T publicity, but we fell for it. It was sent out by the 

National Lumber Manufacturers Association, and is for 

the purpose of advertising the advantages of lumber in 
preference to other building materials, something that we in 
California are not wholly persuaded of. But for all this or 
these, we read what follows with an absorbing interest, we 
expect that every reader who has been to Mt. Vernon will do 
the same, and possibly every reader who has not visited the 
magnificent estate overlooking the Potomac will only be made 
to wish the more that that pleasure may be reserved for the 
future. Here it is: 


Of course that argument for the use of lumber was sent out 
from the East and intended particularly to appeal to the East, 
although also sent to western papers. The comparison of the 
effect of climate, and the citing of Egypt, might work in. 
reverse all over the West, where the dry atmosphere would 
probably protect hieroglyphies for as long a period as they 
remain legible in the land of the Pharoahs. However, that 
does not at all detract from the story of Mt. Vernon, one of 
the most interesting shrines in, America. 


The Mt. Vernon estate was one of several owned by 
Augustine Washington, the father of George Washington, 
says the Research Department of the National Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association. It was originally known as 
the Hunting Creek Estate. Lawrence, half-brother of 
George, succeeded to the title on the father’s death. He 
named it Mt. Vernon, after a British admiral under whom 
he served in a West Indies campaign. Lawrence, 1743-4, 
built the original house, between the two chimneys, part 
of which still stands. 


On Lawrence’s death the property passed to George, 
who took possession in 1752, and began remodelling the 
house in May, 1758. This task was completed in Septem- 
ber, 1759. When it was done a single-story or a story- 
and-a-half house’ had been made two stories-and-a-half. 
It measured 50 by 32 feet, and contained 12 rooms. In 
1773 Washington began the work of adding the two wings 
—one for a library and the other for a banquet hall. Each 
wing is 22 by 32 feet. At the same time certain altera- 
tions were made in the central portion of the house. The 
work dragged, on account of the Revolutionary War, but 
both wings were completed by 1778, and before Washing- 
ton returned from the war the front portico and the col- 
onnades connecting the house with the out-buildings in the 
rear, were completed. 

The timbers of the framework of the mansion are of 
white oak, rough-hewn, and tut from trees on the planta- 
tion. Part of those in the main section of the house date 
from 1743, the others from the remodelings and extensions. 
Their ends are mortised and fastened together with wooden 
dowels. Much of the original flooring remains, for ex- 
ample that of the banquet hall, which is now about 150 
years old. The siding was probably sawed from local pine 
at a near-by water-power mill, which was also a flour- 
mill, as was the custom of those simple days. The capacity 
of the ecabinet-saws then used was so small that it took 
several days to produce enough siding for one house. One 
big sawmill today will make enough lumber in a day for 
20 Mt. Vernons, from timbers to ceiling, floors, siding, ete. 
The lath was handsplit from red oak. Both lath and sid- 
ing are in excellent condition. 

The shingles are of cypress, and they have been re- 
newed twice since Washington’s death, first in 1860 and 
again in 1913. The present ones were obtained from North 
Carolina, just as the original ones were, and were split by 
hand, in the same manner as those of 1745, and to the 
same size as the originals. 


Judging from some of the old wooden buildings of 
Europe, it is possible that the present timbers, at least, of 
Mt. Vernou will be intact as late as A. D, 2,750. So far 
Mt. Vernon is resisting the encroachments of time better 
than the Carlisle House, of about the same age, at nearby 
Alexandria. This house is of sandstone, and it has been 
necessary to give it a protective face of cement. The 
climate of Ameriea—favorable to wood—is much harder 
on building stone than that of Europe. The hieroglyphies 
on the granite obelisk in Central Park, New York, have 
been almost obliterated in less than half a century, though 
they were clear after 3,000 years in the Egyptian climate. 
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For and Against 


POLITICAL organizer was inquiring the other day as 
to the ideas entertained by a certain group of people 
in one town in whose political movements he was in- 
terested. ‘‘What are they for?’’ he asked. 

‘Well, near as IT can find out, they aren’t ‘for’ much of 
anything,’’ was the reply that he got. ‘‘I never heard them 
come out in favor of anything in particular. But they always 
seem to be coming out against something. They are always 
claiming that some project that people want is wrong. If 
anything in the way of improvement is suggested in the town, 
they are awfully afraid that some one is going to make some 
money out of it, so that commonly they take an attitude of 
‘being opposed to progressive measures.”’ 

How characteristic that is of some people, and there are 
many towns where there is an element that takes that view. 
In some places they sway a majority vote, and it becomes 
difficult to put through advance movements beeause of the 
undercurrent of opposition that they create. 

Some people get so in the habit of opposition that they 
try to block things from force of habit. If the more pro- 
gressive people of a town suggest anything, these habitually 
opposers jump on it without examination of its merits. Then 
such a town may line off into factions, with one trying to pull 
and the other hanging back. Many towns have gotten into 
that state of civie mind and it has held them about where they 
are for vears. 

But the progress of time tends to weaken the position of | 
these chronic ebstructionists. The improved edueational facili- 
ties of today will make the coming generation of young people | 
more progressive. They are learning the things that are ex- 
peeted in a modern community, and they will not tolerate an
